• , Effect of LlBlitniBg on the Body. 
' 1 


In' , 
; describing • the recent death of a 


toy .by lightning a dispatch stated' that 
•in accurate .picture of trees and foliage 
in the vicinity 'of the accident Was made 
oh the boy's body, which phenomenon 
was supposed to hiive been produced by 
the lightning in a manner .similar, to 
that of making pictures or photography. 


This, however, is not correct. While 


such marks are observable occasionally 
on the bodies of persons killed they bear 
no relation whatever to foliage of sur- 
rounding trees, although they boar a cer- 
tain resembl anco to thoso objects. There 
is really no photographing of the image 
of the trees on the body. That the ac- 
tual cause is quite different can bo proved' 
by experiment in tho laboratory.: .When 
electricity is discharged at high tension, 
as lightning is, on the surface of a body 
having a- poor conducting power, alu- 
minous arborescent image is formed, 
showing the path of one or more of the 
sparks resulting from the discharge. 
: 


This -was 'most beaxitifully shown in 


the experiments carried out with high 
tension currents 'iti London' lay Swin- 
burne. The current would exhibit scat- 
tered lines of light that would develop 
into most exquisite tracery and take the 
form of plants or trees. The theory of 
this phenomenon is that the irregular 
courses taken by the spark may be due 
to the compression of air in the path of 
the discharge, or to superior conductiv- 
ity of some parts of the surface of the 
body. — St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

Elections were held in thirteen 


States last Tuesday. In some of those 
States officers from Governor down 
were elected, in others, only a few 
State officers were chosen, and in two 
of them, Kansas and Colorado, only 
county officers were elected. In New 
York, Ohio and Iowa, the Republicans 
achieved signal victories, while in 
Nebraska, which was also a doubtful 
State, the Populists were victorious. 
In Iowa, Governor Boies, who was 
elected two years ago by a plurality of 
about 8,000, was defeated by a plurality 
nearly if not fully as large as that 
which the State gave Harrison in the 
Presidential election a year ago. Two 
years ago Governor Boies was an out- 
spoken advocate of free coinage; this 
year he repudiated the platform on 
which he was elected in 1891 and was 
defeated. There were great defections 
"ftdnfTito Democratic ranks, some of 


the di88ati8flSdTsouj£.to the Republic- 
ans and some to the Populists. The 
latter gamed one State—Nebraska— 
and largely increased their vote in 
every State in which a State ticket was 
in the field. They had hopes of carry- 
ing Virginia, but the colored vote, as a 
general rule, went to the old parties. 


The election of McKinley in Ohio 


insures him the Republican nomina- 
tion for President in 1896 without op- 
position, unless the Congressional 
elections next year materially change 
the political situation. He represents 
the high tariff principle, and besides ia 
a " favorite son" of Ohio. 


The Democrats now begin to see the 


effect of the extra session called for 
the purpose of completely demonetiz- 
ing silver, contracting the currency 
and making money scarce and dear. 
The party was placed in full control of 
the National Government by the elec- 
tions in 1892. It made the fight on 
tariff reform and won. In the extra 
session the issue on which it came into 
power was utterly ignored, and the 
whole power of the Administration 
used to degrade one-half the metallic 
moiiey of the country. The party 
divided very near the middle, the 
larger wing going with the Republic- 
ans into the Wall street camp and 
many of the rank and file, following 
the example of their leaders, joined the 
Republicans las>t Tuesday. 


It is of very little consequence to a 


large majority of the people of Nevada 
which wing of the Wall Street combi- 
nation is in the ascendancy. Both have 
been tried and found wanting. A ma- 
jority of the leaders are against the 
silver interest and the hope of the 
manses is in the defeat of both. Next 
year a Congress is to be elected, and if 
the people are true to themselves they 
will see that no member of the gold 
trust, whether he calls himself Repub- 
lican or Democrat, is given a seat in 
that body. 


FACTS VS. FALSEHOODS. 


Facts disprove the assertions of the 


goldbngs that the purchase of silver 
bullion by the United States Govern- 
ment was draining the country of its 
gold. The figures of the Bureau of 
Statistics show that for the nine months 
ending September 30,1893, the exports 
of goid coin and bullion were $76,278,- 
514, and the imports for the same 
period $65,663,632. 


At this season of the year grain, pork 


and other products of the farm are 
being extensively shipped abroad, and 
gold is sent to the United States to pay 
for them. 
The imports of gold in 


October, November and December are 
therefore greater than in the spring 
and summer months and the inference 
is that by the close of the year statis- 
tics will show that more gold has been 
shipped into the country than out of it. 
A pretext was necessary, however, for 
the unconditional repeal of the bullion 
purchase act and the assertion that the 
country was being drained of its gold 
supplied it. 


THE Treasury Department figures 


show that there was a slight decrease in 
immigration for the nine months of 
1893 ending September 30th, as com- 
pared with the correspondihg period of 
1892. This year the total number of 
immigrants was 430,517; last year the 
total number was 476,848. 


TUB number of dead, missing and 


injured by the explosion of dynamite 
on an English vessel at Santander, 
Spain, is still unknown, bat it is be- 
lieved to exceed 1,000. Many persons 
are dying from their injuries and sev- 
eral are dying as a result of fright. 


RUSSELL, who was defeated for Gov- 


ernor of Massachusetts, is not the pres- 
ent incumbent of th^a Gubernatorial 
chair. John A. Russell was defeated 
and William E. Russell is the Gov- 
ernor, and he declined to run for a 
third term. 


B. U. STEINMAN was elected Mayor of 


Sacramento by 1,100 majority. The 
bosses were all against him, but the 
people were for him. Seven months 
ago he was elected by less than 200 
majority. 


IT is charged that Governor-elect 


Jackson of Iowa was a pension attorney 
at one time and was disbarred by a 
Republican Secretary of the Interior 
for dishonorable practices. 


IT IB understood that the United 


States Supreme Court will be asked to 
order the naturalization of a Chi 
with a view of testing the anti-Chinese 
legislation. 


ACT. 


Horrible »«••<! of Spunlnh An»r«hl»fj|. 


BASCKLONA, November 8,—-A dyna- 


mite bomb thrown by Anarchists into 
the midst of a crowded theatre was the 
latest outrage and disaster in Spain. 
The Liceo theatre, a magnificent build- 
ing, and the largest of its kind in Eu- 
rope, w»s filled last night with a dis- 
tinguished audience, estimated to num- 
ber four thousand, the opera "William 
Tell" being given. While the per- 
formance was in progress two dyna- 
mite bombs were burled from the top- 
most gallery into the midst of the 
stalls. One exploded with a detona- 
tion that shook the building to the 
foundations and scattered death and 
destruction en every side. The second 
bomb fell into the lap of a lady, and 
then rolled harmlessly to the floor. 


A scone of terror and confusion fol- 


lowed. The audience rose to its feet 
in a panic, scarcely realizing what had 
happened while the building rang with 
cries of pain, shrieks of fear and ex- 
clamations of vengeance. The terror 
and panic increased as the audience 
room filled with smoke and dust 
from falling plaster, with broken glass 
falling on the panic-stricken audience, 
adding to the number of wounded. 
After a moment of paralyzed terror, the 
fear of other bombs being thrown over- 
came all reason, and the audience made 
a mad rush for the exits, women and 
children receiving no consideration in 
the fierce struggle, and were trampled 
beneath feet and left with the other 
wounded and dying behind them as 
they sought the open air. Only a few 
of the braver ones remained behind to 
care for loved ones lying helpless and 
bleeding on the floor. 


When the gorged exits were finally 


cleared a horrible sight was presented 
to those who mustered enough courage 
to return to the rescue of those unable 
to help themselves. The stalls where the 
bomb exploded were a mass of splint- 
ered wreckage, amid which lay a large 
number of dead bodies, some man- 
gled beyond recognition. When the 
wreckage was finally cleared 
away 


fifteen bodies were revealed, six men 
and nine women, all frightfully torn and 
disfigured. Most of them were mem- 
bers of one family, who, it is supposed, 
formed a gay theater party in honor of 
the birthday of one of their number. 


In the stalls adjoining, groaning with 


pain, lay many ladies and gentlemen, 
wounded by fragments of the bomb, 
splinters of wood, pieces of glass and 
bits of iron. Several are so seriously 
hurt that they cannot recover. 


Attention was next turned to the 


exits and stairways, where the terrible 
crash following the explosion occurred. 
Here three dead bodies and a number 
of seriously wounded were picked up. 
Physicians were hastily summoned to 
care for the wounded, while the bodies 
of the dead were tenderly raised and 
removed from the building. 


The bomb thrower escaped, but the 


police are making a general round up 
of Anarchists in the hope of getting 
some clue to the dastard who threw the 
bomb. The missle which did not ex- 
plode is an exact counterpart of those 
used by Falemas, the Anarchist, who 
tried to assassinate General Martinez 
Campos. 


ELECTION NEWS. 


The Republicans Make Large Gains in 


Several States. 


CHICAGO, 
November 8.—The re- 


turns and estimates from all the 
counties in Ohio give McKinley a 
plurality of about 68,000 for Governor. 


Judge Gary, against whom the an- 


archists made a special fight in Chi- 
cago, is elected by about 8,000 majority. 


The Republicans claims to have car- 


ried a large majority of the counties in 
Kansas, as they did in 1891. There was 
no State ticket in the field and the 
election was for county officers. 


The New Jersey Legislature stands 


11 Republicans to 10 Democrats in the 
Senate and 38 Republicans to 22 Demo- 
crats in the Assembly. 


Greenhalge (Rep.) has a plurality of 


over 80,000 for Governor of Massachu- 
setts. 


In New York, the Republicans elect 


the State ticket by about 20,000 major- 
ity, and Bartlett's majority over May- 
nard for Judge of the Court of Appeals 
is about 60,000. Mayuard ran 30,000 
behind his ticket in New York City. 
Both Houses of the Legislature will be 
Republican. 


Kentucky gave slight Democratic 


gains and seven Republicans and prob- 
ably two Populists are elected to the 
Legislature, which is overwhelmingly 
Democratic. 


In Colorado the election was for 


local officers. 
There was no State 


ticket in the field. 


In Iowa, Jackson (Rep) is elected 


Governor by over 20,000 plurality and 
the Legislature is Republican. The 
Populist vote, as estimated by General 
Weaver, is over 30,000. 


The Democrats claim Virginia by a 


decisive majority. 


Maryland elected the Democratic 


State ticket. 


The Liberals were defeated in Salt 


Lake city, for the first time in four 
years, and the Territorial Legislature 
is Democratic. 


State returns from Virginia are more 


favorable to the Populists, bat the 
Democrats claim the State by 15,000 
and two-thirds of the Legislature. 


ADVANCE IN SILVER. 


Knnia Favoring the White Metal. 
WASHINGTON, Novembers.—The opin- 


ion is expressed here that the cause 
for th« continued rise in silver in Lon> 
don during the past few days ia due in 
part to the belief that the Government 
of Russia is contemplating steps toward 
adopting silver as a part of her mone- 
tary system. 


It is said that intimations have been 


received here by Government officials 
tbat Russia will replace her uncovered 
paper with silver, to be used for sub- 
sidiary coin. At present the amount 
of silver in use in Russia as money is 
about S3 cents per capita. Russia has 
$500,000,000 of uncovered paper, or 
about $4 42 per capita. 


It is stated here that Russia can 


easily absorb $260,000,000 of silver and 
is desirous of doing so, for the purpose 
of pushing her commerce in the East 
with Persia, India and China, which 
use silver almost exclusively as money

on those questions. 


CANNIBALISM IN AFRICA. 


Terrible Atrocities Revealed by a Bel- 


gian Explorer. 


The accounts given by the Belgian 


explorer, M. de Meuse, of the state of 
affars on the upper reaches of the 
Congo, show that atroicities and can- 
nibalism of the most terrible nature 
are practiced there still. During the 
three years and three months M. de 
Meuse was traveling in the country, 
says the Liverpool Mercury, he every- 
where saw that human life was held in 
highest possible regard. Indeed, human 
beings both men and women, were 
for sale in every village for the purpose 
of being killed and eaten. 


The individuals who were slaves ap- 


peared indifferent as to there fate. 
They invariably had a f orklike branch 
of a tree tied around their necks which 
prevented them from walking about. 
Purchasers could come and select 
which part of the living man's flesh they 
would buy, and when the poor fellow 
was killed the flesh indicated was ap- 
portioned out. This practice prevailed 
in every village, and "tomtoms" were 
sounded to tell people of the approach- 
ing slaughter. 
The victim sat down 


with the tree branch around his neck, 
and was generally killed by a sharp in- 
strument being thrust into his side 
near the heart. 


Cannibalism was practiced through- 


out the whole district, and in his three 
years travel M. de Meuse went from 
Matidi past Stanley falls. The bands 
of slaves organized by the Arabs 
wherever there was a scarcity of rice 
or other food, subsisted on there fellow 
creatures. 'This was carried to such a 
pitch that after a fight the natives 
would whip out their knives and cut 
pieces of flesh from any of their com- 
rades who had fallen. M. de Meuse 
said it would be no advantage buying 
one of these men waiting to be slaught- 
ered for food as with the proceeds of 
his sale the owner would be able to buy 
say, two or three more, so that in sav- 
ing one life three others would be 
sacrificed.

Scarcely a week passed during M. de 


Mouse's journey but he had to fight 
with the natives, who&e weapons were 
arrows. 
On one occasion be lost 


thirty-five men out of fifty, and had to 
fall back on a large Arab village for 
safety. M. de Meuse came on the rail- 
way to Matidi. It is about twenty miles 
in length, and the most difficult part of 
the work has been completed. M. de 
Meuse expected great results to civili- 
zation and trade from the railway in 
question. He calculated it would take 
three generations to lapse after the 
introduction of civilization before can- 
nibalism could hope to be eradicated.

SCHOOL MATTEBS. 


The new private school lately organ- 


zed by the election of B. H. Schwartz, 
T. J. Bradshaw and David Abel as 
trustees, was opened on the 23d of last 
month under most favorable auspices. 
Mrs. William Wieghels and Miss Ger- 
trude Abel kindly volunteered their 
services until the arrival of Professor 
W. C. Hancock of Battle Mountain, 
who will take charge of the school for 
he next eight months. The process of 
starting a new school may seem rather 
strange to outsiders, where there is a 
regularly organized public school, but 
the feelings of nine-tenths of the 
patrons of the public school were so 
unanimously against the management 
of the school that there was no other 
alternative, but to start a school, which 
we did, and it is in a most flourishing 
condition with fifty scholars in attend- 
ance and increasing every day, while 
the public school is dragging along 
with twenty-three scholars in attend- 
ance, and three teachers whose salaries 
amount to $250 per month, besides all 
the necessary expenses.

The Coroner's Jury Find It Was Caused 


by a Train Dispatcher Giving Wrong 
Orders. 


Yesterday Coroner Brown held an 


inquest on the bodies of some of the 
victims of last Sunday's railroad dis- 
aster. All the survivors of the terrible 
collision who were able to be present 
wore 
in 
attendance as witnesses. 


Engineer D. W. Strong of the west- 
bound train, who was the only person 
on the front of that train who escaped 
death, Conductors Rocky and LaForge 
and Brake men Hinkle and Eieves were 
examined and testified substantially to 
the facts as reported in the JOUBNAL'S 
account of the accident. 


SUPERINTENDENT WHITED 


Of the Truckee Division stated that 
trains Nos. 7 and 10, those which col- 
lided, should have passed at Wadsworth, 
bui No. 7, the east-bound train, was late 
and Train Dispatcher Mollen sent 
orders to No. 7 to meet No. 10 at Salvia. 
Train dispatcher's orders are repeated 
back from the offices to which they are 
sent to prevent mistakes. Mollen sent 
the order to Clarks and did not wait to 
Lave it repeated, but wrote out the 
order as he sent it and handed it to 
Conductor Eocky, who boarded his 
train and left the station. When the 
trains were due at Wadsworth and at 
Clarks Mollen discovered by examining 
his orders that he had written Clarks 
instead of Salvia in the order which he 
had given the conductor and engineer 
of No. 10. He then informed the Super- 
intendent of his mistake, but it was too 
late. He immediately ordered wreck- 
ing trains 
from Wadsworth 
and 


Truckee to get, ready, and also notified 
physicians, and when the news of the 
wreck reached him they left for the 
scene of the accident.

on the track of the Southern Pacific 
3o., in this county, on Sunday, Novem-
